“Fall and winter - months
with longer' hours of darkness
usually have a higher than av-
erage traffic accident frequen-
cy,” Patrol Commissioner B. R.
Caldwell stated today, “Exces-
isve speed and improper use
of headlights are two frequent
contributing factors during
the night hours.

“Drivers should drive at a
speed that will allow them to
stop within. the sight distance
of their car headlights,” Cald-
well said. “Also, headlights
